Wage Hikes Reported 
Legal, Living Costs 
Higher Than Recorded 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—(#) 
Organized labor won two major 
points in its battle to crack the 
“Little Steel” formula when the 
majority of a War Labor Board 
panel held today (1) that no leg- 
islative barrier prevents wage 
boosts above the formula, and (2) 
that living costs have risen more 
than is shown by the Bureau of 
Labor statistics. 


The War Labor Board, receiv- 
ing the panel’s report, set Septem- 
ber 26-27 for hearings on the mat- 
ter of wages in relation to living 
costs, and announced it would de- 
vote the week of October 9 to 
executive sessions on the question. 

Since the board can only make 
recommendations to President 
Roosevelt, this raised the possibil- 
ity that.the whole question of 
easing present wage ceilings might 
land at the White House for de- 
cision just prior to the election. 


FDR CAN RAISE PAY 


The two industry members of 
the panel joined with public and 
labor members in stating that 
WLB has no power to grant the 
requested wage increases, but dis- 
sented from their colleagues’ view 
that the President can do so. They 
said that the question whether the 
President has the right to change 
the Little Steel formula is a ques- 
tion of law beyond the panel’s 
scope.

INDEX INCOMPLETE 

Concerning the index of the bu- 
reau of labor statistics, the panel 
report said: 

“Tt does not show the full war- 
time effect on the cost of living 
of such factors as lowered qual- 
ity, disappearance of low-priced 
goods and forced changes in hous- 
ing and eating away from home. 
It does not measure changes in 
total living costs—the total amount 
families spend for living.” 

The panel did not hazard any 
guess as to how much living costs 
have advanced. The labor statis. 
tics index show a 24.4 per cent 
increase from January, 1941, to 
June, 1944.

Reconversion 
Hinted Before 
Nazis Give Up 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—(#) 
The War Production Board's re- 
conversion plans are geared to the 
possibility that “collapse” of Ger- 
many may precede actual Nazi sur- 
render and permit sizable resump- 
tion of civilian production in this 
country before the end of fighting 
in Europe, J. A. Krug, acting chair- 
man of WPB, indicated today. 

He said at a news conference 
that the fall of Germany might 
become a fact even though some 
of Hitler’s forces “continue to re- 
sist in some parts of the country.” 

Krug’s statement was in answer 
to a question whether substantial 
civilian production might be au- 
thorized before capitulation of 
Germany. 

Krug also announced that 125,- 
000 tons of steel have been ear- 
marked for use in civilian prod- 
ucts during the next three months 
— WPB'’s spot reconversion or- 

er. 

The spot order permits limited 
consumer goods manufacture prior 
to defeat of Germany in cases 
where materials, manpower and 
facilities are not needed for the 
war effort. 

WPB also disclosed that 50,000 
tons of steel have been set aside 
for such items as electric refrig- 
erators, washing machines and 
sewing machines, but Krug em- 
phasized this was a “contingent 
grant” not to be used unless con- 
ditions change to warrant it. 

“We have no plans for produc- 
tion now of these products,” he 
said. 

The WPB chief in answer to a 
question, said the war agency had 
set no hypothetical date for the 
collapse of Germany. 

“We don’t think we need one 
because our plan can be adjusted,” 
he said. 

Asked whether the west coast 
might be the last part of the coun- 
try to convert from war produc- 
tion, Krug replied: 

o, sir. We are doing our very 
best 35 equalize cutbacks in all 
parts of the country.” 

The new steel allocation for 
civilian products calls for 100,000 
tons of carbon steel and 25,000 
tons of alloy steel. In addition, 
15,000,000 pounds of copper and 
copper base alloys and 57,500,000 
pounds of aluminum have been 
made available for the spot au- 
thorization program, W. C. Skuce, 
director of the WPB controlled 
materials plan, told the National 
Council of Industrial Government 
Relations Associations, Inc., meet- 
ing here today.

This is significant, because the

JAP BASTION FALLS 


Tengchung, for two years a Jap-

The opposition to the League may be had in Lodge's selfish 
words, repeated in the film, “that the League would drain off some 
resources and profits of this country.” Greed, selfishness and per- 
sonal hate motivated the opposition to the League. 

It is an old, old struggle. The arguments haven’t changed. 
There was one very excellent scene in the picture in which Wilson 
was shown reading a bitter editorial. His wife protests he must 
do something. He replies he is reading an editorial written about 
Lincoln when that good man ran for re-election. He might have 
read the same things from editorials written against Jefferson, 
Jackson, Lincoln, Cleveland, or Bryan. There really isn’t any 
reason to change a word in them except the name of the man. 
They all read the same, do these invectives against Jefferson, Jack- 
son, Lincoln, Cleveland, Wilson, Roosevelt . exactly the same. 

That again demonstrates that the source of the opposition always 
has been the same —special privilege and entrenched privilege. 


: I think there could be no more interesting

But the fight 
goes on. We are a people with a mission. We are sworn to it and 
it will not let us be. A few can be comfortable. But not many. 
We are an uncomfortable people sworn to a mission. 

The normal workings of a country founded with the uncomfort- 
able mission of trying to extend normal human rights, opportunity 
and freedom to as many persons as live within its borders, also 
makes it a country committed against any other policy no matter 
where it may be.

leted in their homes. Those Americans have gone from Cardiff now, 

moved across the channel into France—and, some of them, Ger- 

many—and the editor of that paper thought it would be a good idea 

to get a frank reaction naw that the Cardiff people had seen their 

American guests come and go. So a reporter named Roma Sanders 

went out and got a lot of interviews and then wrote a story based 
upon those comments by ordinary, average, Cardiff people. 

It is an interesting story. You can read the tenor of it all in 
the opening paragraph: 

“There are many lonely homes in South Wales today. Reason is 
that Americans, whom they have grown to regard as members of 
their families, have left them for the second front. Their Welsh 
hosts were as sorry to see them go as if they were their own lads. 
They are waiting eagerly to hear from them, to know how they are 
faring on the battlefield. They hope that someday they will be able 
to welcome them ‘home’ again to meet their own youngsters who 
are sharing this fight for democracy. : 

“In their own inimitable way these men and women from across 


the Atlantic have cemented Anglo-American friendship.” 
Reporter Sanders continues: 


Not Wanted, at First “In a tour of the areas in which 


they have been billeted I discovered one thing. When the house- 
holders were told many months ago that they were to have Ameri- 
can soldiers billeted on them, they openly stated they did not want 
them.. . They were, in fact, about as popular as evacuees to the 
country had been in the early part of the war. 

“Like the evacuees, however, the Americans soon found their 
seat at the Welsh fireside. The housewife, who expected difficulties 
about meals, beds and hours, found she had nothing to worry about 
except in a few isolated cases. 

“Welsh hosts took their guests to the pictures. Then they went 
home to point out how different film life was from the normal 
American or British life. 

“Take Mrs. A. M. Jones, of Princess street, Pontypridd, for

“She found that her two Chicago soldiers were anything but 
‘tough guys’ as depicted in American gangster films, in spite of 
their 6 ft. and corresponding breadth.

Two 
Americans, one from Virginia, the other from New York, billeted 
on her, thought Pontypridd one of the prettiest places they had 
seen, and repeatedly told her that, if they were not so far from 
home, they would like to stay there.... 

“‘Someday,’ the wife of a solicitor told me, ‘we hope to see our 
“Boy” again. He was like one of the family. We haven't a son 
of our own and when he came 1 tried to put myself in his mother's 
place. I must confess I wept a bit when he left us.“ 


2 “So, too, did Mrs. Bint, wife of Police 
American Nurses Sergeant Albert Bint, of Bishops road, 
Whitchurch, near Cardiff, when she said good-bye to her two 
American nurses. The sergeant told me how easily the nurses 
settled down in their billet and how pleased they were with every- 
thing that was done for them. 

“He told me how he and his wife had arranged to put up oné 
American, but had willingly agreed to take in the two women who 
had been firm friends in a hospital in New York. 

“Both nurses celebrated their 28th birthday while they were 
in Whitchurch; Both had a party, with Welsh cakes instead of 
birthday cakes. Both had keys of the house and never once did 
they abuse that privilege. 

“Said Sergeant Bint: ‘They were well educated, intelligent girls. 
We were very sorry to see them go. 

1 know they have a home with us whenever they want to 
come back and that, I think, applies to all the homes in which 
Americans have been billeted in this area. 

„On the morning the girls were to leave I came down early 
to give them a hand with their luggage. But the wife had had the 
same idea and when I got downstairs I found the three women 
crying as they strapped their kit. Our place isn’t the same without 
them.’ 

“No, America, Wales will not forget your young men and women. 
They were proud to know them. Someday they hope to accept 
those invitations your parents sent to them to visit you in your home 
town. They’ll be glad to know the parents and wives, brothers and 
sisters, of the ambassadors you sent over here in this second Euro-

“From the standpoint of the en- 
listed private,” says an old caval- 
ryman who served during the 
Philippine Insurrection, “the old 
Army seemed utterly senseless. 
All noncoms and officers had 
power to order you around, but 
nobody would assume responsibil- 
ity by telling you anything def- 
mite. You had to learn by ex- 
perience, for you couldn’t even 
speak to an officer without per- 
mission, and the corporals and 
sergeants, mostly Germans trained 
in the old country, spoke only in 
growls and discouraged all 
familiarity. ö 

The first time I was on guard 
duty, they gave me a bunch of 
prisoners to cut wood for the offi- 
cers. They were not enemies— 
just drunks doing thirty days in 
the guardhouse, but some were 
tough and they had axes. I had a 
loaded carbine, and my orders 
said not to let prisoners escape. 

“I asked if I was expected to 
shoot anybody who tried to get 
away, but nobody would tell me. 
If I let a prisoner escape or shot 
one trying to escape, I would be 
courtmartialed either way. I had 
to act without orders. 

“They soon gave me a chair- 

warming job at headquarters, but 
I wasn’t excused from mounted 
drill, One day the sergeant major 
told me to * ge next morning 
as soon as was over—not to 
let anything delay me for a min- 
ute, for there was special work to 
do. I tried to obey orders. As soon 
as I had unsaddled, I lit out for 
headquarters, But the first ser- 
geant yelled at me to get back 
there and groom my horse. 
I knew the sergeant major out- 
ranked the first sergeant, and he 
was my boss, so I tried to explain. 
That cost me a month’s pay. 

“I tried to learn. I asked what 
I should do if one officer ordered 
me to do something and another 
of lower rank later gave me an 
opposite order. Should I obey the 
one of higher rank or the last one 
to give me a command? The pri- 
vates had ideas, but nobody else 
would risk an opinion. 

“I decided to play safe. On my 
next guard duty I rode post in 
front of the stables. At 4 o’clock in 
the morning I saw a lantern at 
my own troop’s stable and rode 
up to investigate. Our mess ser- 
geant and another old sergeant 
were hitching the draft team to a 
load of tin cans which they in- 
tended to trade for chickens. My 
orders said not to let anybody 
take out a horse without a pass, 
but I figured that meant privates. 
I had been taught that sergeants 
were gods who did as they pleased. 
Who was I to interfere with them? 
It simply didn’t occur to me—till 
the colonél got me told next day. 

“They say the Army has 
changed, but I’ll bet it still puzzles 
recruits and nobody will stick his 
neck out by giving them definite 
instructions.”

France Rapidly Recovering 
Full Political Liberties 


WASHINGTON.—Diplomatic reports received here shed some 
light on the early operations in Paris of the provisional government 
of the French republic. Leaving aside conspicuous supporters of 
collaboration with Germany and of the Vichy dictatorship, the 
French nation, as a whdle, is fast recuperating its political liberties. 

The rule had been laid down in Algiers, last June, that no news- 
paper could be printed and circulated except with previous govern- 
mental authorization. But dailies began to come out shortly after 
liberation of the capital and no official appears to have reminded 
their owners or editors that they had first to be licensed. Thus, 
old party organs, such as the “Populaire” (Socialist) and the 
“Humanite” (Communist) are again very much alive. 

They are strongly tainted with the patriotism of the resistance 
movements, but they are also as outspoken as they used to be be- 
fore France’s downfall. For instance, on September 9, they ex- 
pressed satisfaction at the imprisonment of “industrial magnates 
who sold to the enemy,” but warned the authorities against leniency. 

A letter written on November 17, 1943, by Jacques Menard, man- 
ager of the Matin,“ was exhibited last week and aroused great 
indignation. Addréssed to a German official, it ended with these 
words: “Heil Hitler!” Editorials published about the same date in 
the same paper urged on the government an all-round increase of 
salaries. And, within 40 hours, they won their point. 


. Under the rule of Vichy the price level 
Combat Inflation had risen by as much as 200 per cent as 
compared to 1939 figures, while salaries had not been lifted up by 
more than 50 per cent. This is now being corrected. 

Party conventions also are soon to re-enter the scene. For in- 
stance, the Socialist Federation of the Seine Department met last 
Sunday. French political life will soon be in full swing. 

In his dealings with the resistance groups and the political 
parties included in them, Gen. De Gaulle contends with the same 
kind of difficulty which, in former times, beset all prime minister- 
designates. So far, he has not succeeded in build up the cabinet 
of his liking. He has been compelled to fall back on temporary 
makeshifts. He wanted six “Popular Democrats” (Catholics with 
a strong leaning toward social reform) to associate, in the new 
ministry, with Socialists, Communists and Moderates. 

Indeed, Gen. De Gaulle, who has been described in turn as a 
pro-Communist and as an out-and-out rightisg, has long stood closer 
to the Popular Democrats than to any other group, and it must be 
said that in the critical years, 1934-40, these Catholics could boast 
of an honorable record. 

The impatience of Socialists and Communists with the huge 
share of power about to be allocated to the Popular Democrats com- 
pelled Gen. De Gaulle to retrace his steps. Morover, those two 
sections of the left do not get along together and this proved an 
additional embarrassment. 

Adrien Tixier, now commissioner for the interfor, is the only 
Socialist who holds office for the present, and the ablest of the 
Communist leaders, Fernand Grenier, has resigned from the govern- 
ment in order freely to agitaté for the cause, 


In Algiers, the Socialists wielded a major 
P resent Leaders influence, since the then commissioner of 
the interior, Andre Philip (today dismissed), had seen to it that 
they should be hel to leave France in greater number than the 
others. Gen. De Gaulle’s task is now to bring them back to the 
ministerial fold. 

As against those various disappointments, the head of the gov- 
ernment has secured an important asset: today he has by his side 
the only high dignitary of the defunct third republic who retains 
some hold on public opinion: Jules Jeanneney, president of the 
senate. ; 

The replacement of Rene Massigli by Georges Bidault as the 
foreign affairs commissioner calls for some explana 
who was editorial writer of the Popular newspaper, 
“L’Aube,” and contributed to the “Europe Nouvelle,” taught history 
at the Lycee Louis-LeGrand. He was one of the ardent Catholic 
writers who assailed the 21 of nonintervention in Spain and the 
Munich settlement. He is an eminent man in many respects but 
not specially trained in diplomacy. He owes his appointment to the 
resistance groups in which he ranked foremost. 

The resistance groups have been more and more emphatic in 
their criticism of Massigli because the latter re-employed massively 
all career diplomats irrespective of what they had done under 
Marshal Petain and of their professional merits. Massigli is persona 
grata in London. 

The British foreign office has let it be known that the French 
embassy in Albert Gate, closed since July, 1940, was to be handed 
férthwith to the representatives of the French provisional govern- 
ment. That gesture is invested with some significance.

It was interesting to observe the 
relation between the French peo- 

le we passed and the Germans. 
Mothers would hurriedly with- 
draw their children indoors as our 
vehicle approached and men and 
women would turn their heads. 
Everyone appeared to be trying 
to forget their country was occu- 
pied by the enemy. 

But sometimes people’s swiftly 
averted glances paused and be- 
came stares. Surely ours was an 
American jeep with an American 
uniform within, and surely that 
was a V sign. It was, and when- 
ever I could give it discreetly I 
did, and I was rewarded with looks 
of incredulity and then smiles. 
Frequently our driver lost his way 
and we stopped to ask directions. 
But always we seemed to lose 
ourselves again. Soon I knew 
what was happening. The peas- 
ents were deliberately giving 
wrong directions. 

It was like 1940 days in Eng- 
land when misdirection of stran- 
gers was a natiqnal sport. With 
all signposts down you motored 
miles and got nowhere. Not until 
we found the German police did 
we get correct directions, but then

Black began, “and whoever had 
taught him to drive—I suppose it 
was the salesman from whom he 
bought it—had told him always to 
look straight ahead, never to the 
rear, or right or lefty and he 
didn’t: He sat perfectly straight 
and drove always at the same 
speed regardless of the roads. He 
never slowed up for bumps or 
mud holes. 

“Is that the way he once lost 
a passenger?” I laughed. “They 
tell me that when he reached his 
destination one day, he got out to 
open the door for his ‘fare,’ and 
the lady had vanished. He had 
spilled her out several miles 
back.” | 

“I don’t. know about that, but 
I do know that once he went out 
to Crest to pull in Phil Ogletree, 
whose car had broken down, and 
when he drove up to the garage 
in town, there was no sign of the 
other car. He started back to 
Crest and about five miles out he 
found Mr. Ogletree and the car, 
at the point where the tow-chain 
had broken.” :

Mr. Black gave me a Who's 
telling-this-story-anyhow” look, 
and I confined my other remarks 
to my notebook: namely, that Mr. 
Pickard charged $5 for an all-day 
trip to Atlanta, $4 to Macon and 
about $3.50 to Flat Shoals. There 
was no bridge at this shoal cross- 
ing on Flint river, and no tracks 
to follow, of course; the rocks 
sloped off into deep water and it 
was a brave person who, knowing 
Mr. Pickard’s aversion for look- 
ing to right or left, crossed the 
shoals in his car. 

He liked his fees to be paid 
promptly, and when one passenger 
remarked at the end of his ride, 
„I'll pay you the next time I see 
you in the bank,” Mr. Pickard re- 
plied, “I am on my way to the 
bank right now.

Mr. Black’s driving, in contrast 
to Mr. Pickard’s, was as safe as 
church. The Daughters of the 
American Revolution always asked 
him to drive them to Barker's 
Springs for their picnics. He fre- 
quently made eight or 10 trips on 
those afternoons, taking one car- 
load of Daughters, then coming 
back later for the second, third, 
fourth. And he had it clearly un-

NEW BOOK NEWS 
By John E. Drewry 


Dean, Henry W. Grady School of Journalism, University of Georgia. 


A former Athenian, Miss Mary Burnet, is the author of 
the leading article in the September issue of Harper’s Maga- 
zine, entitled “France: The Pieces in the Puzzle.” 

Miss Burnet is a daughter of University Librarian Duncan 


Burnet and Mrs. Burnet. 


An honor graduate of the Univer- 


sity of Georgia, Miss Burnet studied in the University of 


Paris, where she received in 1938 


highest honors.. 

Her dissertation on the life and 
plays of Marc-Antoine Legrand 
was included in the series pub- 
lished by the French Society of 
Historians of the Theater — the 
first by an American. She is de- 
scribed by the editor of Harper’s 
as “a close student of French po- 
litical affairs.” 


Paris used to be a word with 
which to conjure. Now that the 
Allies have driven the enemy 
from the city of light, it is again 
a symbol to stir the imagination. 

Two new books make good use 
of this alluring word in their titles 
— Fair Fantastic Paris” (Bobbs- 
Merrill), by Harold Ettlinger, and 
“Esme of Paris” (Appleton-Cen- 
tury), by Esme Davis. The books 
themselves have all the glamor 
and charm ordinarily associated 
with the French capital. 


The first is a reporter’s note- 
book with the emphasis on the 
light and peaceful—Paris as it 
was before the war, and as world 
travelers hope it soon will be 
again. The book gets its title and 
tone from these lines of “Aurora 
Leigh” by E. B. Browning: 


' “So I mused 
Up and down, up and down, the 
terraced streets, 
The glittering boulevards, the 
white colonnades 
Of fair fantastic Paris who 
wears boughs 
Like plumes, as if man made 
them,—tossing up 
Her fountains in the sunshine 
from the squares, 
As dice i' the game of beauty, 
sure to win. 


Mr. Ettlinger, a Chicago Sun 
correspondent, who unfortunately 
died before his book was publish- 
ed, had the good reporter’s eye for 
the odd and the unusual, and also 
the ability to write attractively 
about the familiar. His book, 
therefore, is a combination of the 
expected and the unexpected. His 
chapters on the well-known places 
and activities of Paris are inter- 
spersed with accounts of the bi-

well the Parisian shops and mar- 
ket places, the landmarks ancient 
and hallowed. by time, the Left 
Bank, the Latin Quarter, and all 
the other places of interest. He 
also knew how to translate this 
knowledge into word pictures of 
tremendous charm. 

“It has often been said that 
Paris has a woman's soul and that 
her face is a woman’s face,” he 
writes. “All of us who have lived 
there have felt that. Paris is 
graceful and gentle, yet capable 
of storms—sometimes womanly, 
unreasoned storms—for there is a 
reserve of passion within her. On 
the eve of my departure from 
Paris some months after the war 
began I felt that I had to engrave 
that face of Paris indelibly on my 
mind. I already knew every nar- 


zarre and unusual. Ettlinger knew

She has been a mu- 
sician, an animal trainer, a night- 
club operator, and has won prizes 
with her painting. Her latest in- 
terest is the perfume business, 
about which she writes with the 
same charm as She does all the 
other many topics which enter her 
autobiography.

many lands and many fascinating 
people, told with wit and charm.”

Arnall Likes 
Changes Made 
At Tatinall 


Gov. Arnall, under whose ad- 
ministration sweeping penal re 
forms were promised, is de- 


‘lighted” with the “progress” he 


observed during a two-day in- 
spection tour of the Tattnall state 
prison and is “ready to fight any- 
one” who would “sabotage” the 
continuation of reforms at the 
prison. 

“It is my purpose to keep a close 
scrutiny over operations (at Tatt- 
nall) so that it cannot be sabo- 
taged by a group of selfish poli- 
ticians who would promote their 
own greedy and selfish interests 
at the expense of unfortunate hu- 
manity,” the Governor ‘declared 
upon his return yesterday. 

He refused to divulge names of 
the “politicians,” although ‘he in- 
timated that it might be possible 
to “call names” at a future date. 

Simultaneously he announced 
that he planned another visit to 
the state prison at “an early date.” 
He said he would invite the State 
Board of. Pardons and Paroles to 
accompany him because “there are 


| some worthy cases at the state 


prison that should be subject to 
parole.“ 


“FINE PROGRESS” 


This Tattnall visit was Arnall’s 
first as Governor of Georgia. “I 
am convinced that fine and steady 
progress has been made and js be- 
ing made in perfecting the refor- 
mation of our state prison. I am 
delighted with the results,” he de- 
clared in a written statement re- 
leased at his morning press con- 
ference. 

New locks are being placed on 
all prison doors; a new and addi- 
tional security fence is being con- 
structed around the prison; addi- 
tional guard towers are in opera- 
tion; the outside security towers 
are lighted by current obtained 
from a separate power plant, the 
statement said. 

Previous reports have attributed 
much of Tattnall’s alleged riots 
and prisoner escapes to a lack of 
locks and proper guarding equip- 
ment, According to the Governor, 
new locks are being obtained 
through the lifting of certain 
priority restrictions.

When any prisoner “escapes” in 
the future, “it will be on a stretch- 
er,” the Governor interposed.

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Form 1040 


Revised Further 


For Taxpayers 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 146.—( 
In another step toward carrying 
out the income tax simplification 
program, the Treasury made to- 
day the first prints of its revised 
“Form 1040” which must be used 
by taxpayers not eligible to use 
the much simpler withholding re- 
ceipt form. 

Use of withholding receipt 
forms, under which the collector 
computes the taxpayer’s account 
for him, is limited to the taxpay- 
er whose total income was less 
than $5,000 consisting wholly of 
wages shown on withholding re- 
ceipts and not more than $100 in 
other wages, dividends and inter- 
set. If they prefer, taxpayers in 
this class may use Form 1040. 

The new Form 1040 is in four 
pages as before, but it now con- 
tains both a table for ready de- 
termination of taxes by persons 
with less than $5,000 income, and 
a computation method for others. 
Those who use the table will be 
able to convert Form 1040 into a 
“short form” by tearing off and 
using only one sheet. 

The table—the same used by 
collectors to compute the tax bills 
of those using withholding receipt 
forms—allows the taxpayer about 
10 per cent of his income in lieu 
of deductions for charity, interest, 
taxes, medical expenses and other 
allowable deductions, - 

Taxpayers whose income -was 
less than $5,000 but who are enti- 
tled to deductions of more than 10 
per cent may disregard the table, 
itemize their deductions, and com- 
pute their tax. Those whose in- 
come was $5,000 or more will have 
a choice of taking a standard de- 
duction of $500 or itemizing their 
deductions in detail, but will have 
to compute their tax in either case.
